Be  Erected  on  Campus 


G.  S.  C.  W.  will  -probably  soon 
have  a  gymnasium,  a  swimming 
pool,  and  a  faculty  apartment 
house  Dr.  Beeson  has  announced. 

Plans  for  erecting  the  building 
were  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Regents,  and  the  application  fil¬ 
ed  with  the  stale  public  works 
advisory  board.  A  representative 
is  now  in  Washington  to  arrange 
for  83,226,565  for  the  building 
program  of  the  University  Sys¬ 
tem.  Approximately  $30,000  will 
be  used  at  the  Georgia  State  Col- 

llege  for  Women. 

The  buildings  will  be  erected 
on  the  campus,  but  sites  have 
not  yet  been  definitely  selected. 

Other  additions  already  under¬ 
way  at  Nesbit  woods  consist  of 
tennis  courts,  basketball  courts, 
'  baseball  diamonds,  and  a  lilly 
pond.

•  nitre  for  the  Confederate  govevn- 
i  nieitt.
